23 M otorists Injured in 25 
Crashes Causing $3,977 Loss 


An increase in Hie number of mo- 
tor accidents and persons Injured 
• and in the amount of property dam- 
j age is shown for the month just 
; ended over the figures for the month 
of September, 1936. in statistics an- 
; nounced this morning by Corporal 
J G. Warren, commander of the 
I traffic division of the local substa­ 
tion of the state motor police. 
Tile number of accidents on high­ 
ways in this section increased from 
22 to 25, while the number of per­ 
sons injured jumped from 16 for 
September of last year to 23 for last 
month. 
One person died from in­ 
jur it* received in highway accidents 
last month. There also was one fa­ 
tality in September of last year. 
The increase in the amount of 
property uamage has kept pace with 
the mountmg totals in the other 
columns. Last month property dam­ 
age totaled $3,977, while for the same 
month of last year the figure was 
$2,765. 
While casualty figures climbed, the 
number of arrests decreased. 
Last 
month only 62 arrests were made as 
compared with 83 for September of 
1936. Fewer men available through­ 
out the month for regular patrol 
duty is said to explain the drop in 
the number of arrests.
